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PERE HYACINTHE. 
He Defines His Creed, ard Guiyes 
the Story of His Career at 
Geneva.

(Paris corresp->ndence of the London Tele-+ 
grah, Sept. 20.) 

Pere Hyacinthe has just republished 
his sermons at Geneva. {hey contain 
the explanation so long asked of his real 
creed. He takes as text of his faith four 
mazims, ope from St. Augustine: ‘In 
things necessary we must have unity; in 
things doubtful, liberty; in all things 
charity ;” one from Montalembert, ‘‘The 
Jesuits area hateful sect, which in these 
times tyrannises and makes profit out of 
Catholicism;” one from M. Renan, “I 
can say of the Catholic church what Job 
said of God, ‘Even thouzh He kill me, 
in Him will [ hope:, ” and last, a passage 
from Pere Gratry’s treatises on tie lat- 
est council, ‘They finished with a coup 
d'etat what they began with an ambus- 
cade.” Pere Hyacinthe tells all the story 
ofhis career at Geneva. When called 
thither in November, 1872, by 
the sect of liberal Catholics, 
he hesitated for two months, 
But the congregation offered terms irre- 
Sistible. ‘‘We-donot call you among 
us,” they wrote, ‘‘to impose on you the 
lightest chain. Oa the contrary, we ask 
you to come for the purpose of enlighten- 
ing and guiding us. The new church, 
therefore, will be what you make of it.” 
isuppose few theologians could resist 
the temptation of founding a church re- 
ally new, of molding a fresh religion 
which shall combine all the merits of all 
that exists with separate and special virtue 
to be evolved from mora! consciousness, 
acd no vices. Pere Hyacinthe came to 
Geneva, and at first he had great success. 
but alongside of his congregation sprang 
up another, which was in truth Prot- 
estant, which seemed to Pierre Hy- 
cinthe anarchical. But, after a pub- 
lic refusal, he accepted the cure of 
Geneva. ‘‘That,” says he, ‘‘was m 
fault. It was real—it was great. Ias 
forgiveness of it from God and man,” 
He still believed in his church and him- 
self. He thought he could make of it 
the ideal communion. But others saw 
more clearly his weakness, and with- 
drew. 
hesitate to throw up his charge.

The latelligencer sums 
up the case, without a particle of exag- 
eration or felse reasoning, and we hope 
our farmers will carefully consider this 
prolific source of indirect taxation. 

Does it pay a market town to have 
bad roads betweens it and its customers ? 
This"question certainly answers itself. 
Tbe town that has good solid 
turpp'kes leading int» it from the agri- 
cultural districts basa sure hold om the 
trade of those districts. All know that, 
and yet our towms insist on building 
railroads that rapidly passinto the hands 
of receivers, while they neglect their 
wagon roads, A very short-sighted pol- 
icy. We need better dirt roads in every 
part of Georgia, and enterprising manic- 
ipalitics will hasten their coastruction if 
they are wise. 

No country in the world, or at least no 
highly civilized ccuatry, permits its 
wagon roads to remain ina bad condi- 
tion, except ours. All over Europe the 
roads are hard, dry ands:mooth; in 
America they are bottomless in wet 
weather, undrained and snaggy in all 
weathers. Georgia is no exception to 
the rule in thiscountry—on the contra- 
ry, quite the reverse. The subject is 
one of general interest. Tbe planter 
and the city men are alike interested in 
good roads, andthe legislature can not 
serve all the people better than by giving 
our Jaws relating to the subject a thor 
overhau ing with a vi.wto the securing 
of better wagon roads.
